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Editorial Note 



The art activities of the United States are developing so rapidly that it 
has become necessary to publish the reports of the art museums and societies 
every year if any adequate record is to be kept. Over 150 new organiza- 
tions are entered this year. The fact that the number of accessions at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art for the year ending December 31, 1910, was 
10,500 will give some idea of the vast amount of material that has to be 
examined and condensed in a year. 

The various museums close their fiscal year at different dates, so that 
it is impossible to compare them as satisfactorily as though all reports were 
made up to July 1 or to January 1. The Art Institute of Chicago's annual 
report, made up to June 30, is one of the most satisfactory in its arrangement. 
In order to harmonize the reports of the large museums a list of topics was 
sent out this year, and the information will therefore be found tabulated in a 
form that lends itself more readily to comparison. We can, for instance, see that 
the attendance in the principal art museums during the last fiscal year was 
as follows: Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York, 744,449; Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago, 704,239; Pennsylvania Museum in Philadelphia, 297,331; 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 279,820, and so on through the other cities. 

The only new art museum dedicated during the year was the L. D. M. 
Sweat Memorial at Portland, Me., which was opened on April 22, 1911. The 
Toledo Museum, however, was completed and will be opened about January 
1, 1912, and buildings now in course of construction include those at New 
Orleans and Los Angeles. In Detroit two blocks of land in the heart of the 
city were purchased for an art museum and a School of Design was estab- 
lished. In Minneapolis a fund of over $500,000 for the erection of an art 
museum was secured through a whirlwind campaign. At Muskegon, Mich., 
Charles H. Hackley gave $150,000 for an art gallery to be added to the 
Hackley Public Library of that city. 

The interest in the development of the art societies is indicated by the 
increase in the number of chapters of the American Federation of Arts, from 
80 at the 1910 convention to 120 this year. The Milwaukee Art Society, which 
last year reported 100 members, now has 510, and the School Art League of 
New York, which was organized in February, 1911, from a committee of 
103 members, now numbers 389. 

The special features of this volume are: 

1. A list of the important mural paintings in the United States, which 
has been compiled with the aid of the officers of The Mural Painters. It is 
arranged by cities and shows the artists represented in each building, with 
the titles of the decorations. 

2. The article on Paintings, Prints and Art Objects as Investments, which 
is of interest to collectors and dealers throughout the country. The records

of paintings sold at auction during 1910-1911 show that 3,399 were disposed 
of in 27 sales for a total of $1,062,943.35. 

3. A complete list of all the members of the National Academy of Design, 
from its foundation in 1826 to date, with birth, admission as Associate of the 
National Academy, election as Academician, and death, is here presented for 
the first time in a convenient form for ready reference. It was compiled with 
the assistance of the National Academy of Design, from its official records. 

The seventy-three illustrations in this volume form a pictorial record of the 
year's art. They include paintings to which prizes have been awarded, mural 
decorations and sculpture unveiled, buildings dedicated, museum purchases, 
and portraits of artists who have died within the year. 

The number of painters and sculptors whose names appear for the first 
time in recent catalogues is so many that it has become necessary to issue 
the biographical directory of artists in a separate volume. The American Art 
Directory is now in course of preparation, and will be published in 
1912, with enlarged biographies and many portraits of the artists. 

The success of the American Art Annual is due to the hearty co-operation 

of men and women in every section of the country, who have given much time 

and thought for the good of the cause.

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MURAL PAINTING IN THE UNITED STATES 

(Prepared Under the Auspices of The Mural Painters* a National 
Society he the Advancement of the Decorative Arts.) 

FOREWORD 

The history, the ideals, the ambitions and the glory of nations 
has been, is and always will be preserved and made splendid in 
the decorative arts. The most famous artists of the past were 
mural painters — the names of Giotto, Perugino, Botticelli, Raphael, 
Titian, Michelangelo, Rubens, Baudry, Puvis de Chavannes and a 
host of other decorators of public and private buildings in Europe 
will live forever. 

In the United States the art is of recent growth, and its 
results arc little known by the public at large. The first of our 
great decorative artists was John La Farge, whose death is so 
recent that it comes within the year recorded in this volume. His 
first decoration of importance was executed in 1861 for the Church 
of the Paulist Fathers in New York City. In 1875 William Morris 
Hunt began the beautiful but ill-fated decorations of the State 
Capitol at Albany, N. Y., fragments of which are still in existence, 
but not accessible to the public. In 1876 Mr. La Farge undertook 
the decoration of Trinity Church, Boston, the first building in this 
country of which the entire decorative scheme was placed in the 
hands of an artist. 

Since that time the decorative arts have prospered wonderfully, 
and today there are scattered through the United States remarkable 
examples of mural painting, stained glass and mosaic of which our 
citizens may justly be proud. 

The future of mural painting in this country is of vital im- 
portance, and the Society of Mural Painters is deeply interested in 
the maintenance and administration by the American Academy in 
Rome of two scholarships for the advancement of the art of mural 
painting — the Lazarus scholarship and the one given by the 
Academy. 

To make the mural paintings already executed better known 
is the object of this list. Owing to the pressure of circumstances 
it is necessarily incomplete, yet as it stands it is the most compre- 
hensive and authoritative record of American mural painting that 
has been published. Additions will be made from time to time, 
and the Secretary of the Mural Painters will appreciate notifica- 
tion of. any omissions or errors.

PAINTINGS. 

The price may not be a test of the beauty of a work of art, but 
its cost is of distinct interest. Fluctuations of prices are due to 
various causes — chiefly supply and demand. After a painter's death 
the supply stops — except in the case of artists such as Corot, whose 
works have been copied and faked until there are about five times 
as many so-called Corots in the United States alone as he painted 
in his entire life. 

Yet this painter sold his early pictures for a trifle, while those 
who appreciated the poet of the mist, and had the courage of their 
convictions, have since reaped a rich harvest. 

The enormous price of $500,000, reported as having recently 
been pacid byMr. Widencr, for "The Mill," considered to be by 
Rembrandt, but wnicn on being cleaned is reported as showing the 
signature of Hercules Seghers; the large figures paid by P. A. B. 
Widener and others for the Spinola family portraits by Van Dyck, 
and other record prices have been repeatedly given in the daily press. 
The highest price paid for a painting at auction in New York was 
$137,000 for an "Old Woman," by Franz Hals, which was bought 
by Knoedler & Co. at the Yerkes sale in 1910. 

A painting by Carpaccio, "Meditation on the Passion," recently 
acquired by the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York, was 
sold in the Abdy Sale, May 5, 1911, for $64,575 (£12,915), the high- 
est price ever paid at auction in England for a painting of the Ital- 
ian school. That figure, however, was passed by an English paint- 
ing, "Lady Louisa Manners," by Hoppner, which sold for $73,- 
762.60 (il4,752 10s.). Another important Italian picture in the 
Metropolitan Museum is the "Mars and Venus United by Love," 
by Paul Veronese, which was bought by H. Elwin in 1798 for £315 
($1,676), and when it was sold by Lord Wimborne at Christie's on 
May 23, 1903, the amount paid for it by Asher Wertheim was £6,300 
($31,600). 

The most startling rise in prices is noted in the portraits by 
the English painters of the end of the eighteenth century. Reynolds 
and Gainsborough's works have brought over $100,000, and Hopp- 
ner is now the rising star. His portrait of the Hon. Mrs. Parkyns 
sold for 8,800 gs. ($46,000) at private sale during 1910, while the 
"Hurdy-gurdy Player" sold for 7,550 gs. ($39,637) at Christie's 
on July 8, 1910, as against £1,660 ($7,750) in 1896. 

On the other hand, many of the painters of the middle of the 
nineteenth century, both French and English, declined greatly in 
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value. In the list of "The Year's Art" comparing the fluctuations 
of prices for 240 pictures sold in London in 1910, there was a 
decline in the prices of 179, as against the rise in the saile of 61 
pictures, but on the whole the increase in value far exceeded the 
loss. The total sales of 1910 at Christie's amounted to $6,500,000. 
The following statistics of auction sales in New York were 
in detail in the various issues of the American Art Annual:

Paintings by American artists offer as great opportunities for 
profit as those of the Old World. It is true, fortunately, that many 
are receiving today a fair price for their work, but for the buyer 
who has the courage of his convictions there are many unknown art- 
ists whose work is "worth while." One example must suffice. A 
painting bought direct from the artist's easel in New York for $200 
was sold at auction twenty years later for over $10,000. 

PRINTS. 

Values of prints are subject to many influences — state, bril- 
liancy, margins, rarity. But the comparatively moderate price at 
which engravings and etchings are originally published offers a 
fascinating field for the collector. 

One of the earliest collectors was the Abbe de Marolles, who, 
in his Memoirs (1644), confesses to having gathered between 
70,000 and 80,000 engravings, which he preferred to paintings, "not 
only because they are more proportionable to my purse, but because 
they better become our libraries." His prints formed the nucleus 
of the splendid collection now in the Bibliotheque Nationale in 
Paris. 

The most valuable prints are those by Rembrandt, and the 
highest price ever paid at auction for an engraving was $14,200 
(71,000 fr.), for "The Burgomaster Six," in the second state, 
which was sold in the Alfred Hubert sale at Paris in May, 1909. 
In the same sale "Christ Healing the Sick," the Hundred Guilder 
Print (see illustration), was purchased for $12,300 (61,000 fr.) by 
Guttekunst, of Stuttgart. This last had been bought thirty-five years 
before for $2,000. The previous record sale was for "Rembrandt 
Leaning on a Sabre," which brought $10,000 (£2,000) in the Hoi- 
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ford sale, held in London in 1893. In the Holford sale one of the 
rarest items was the "Christ Healing the Sick," in the first state, 
which was sold for $7,200 (il,750). Only eight examples of the 
first state are known, and seven are in public museums. In 1840 
Holford had paid but £231 ($924) for this very fine impression, 
and in Rembrandt's day it had been sold for 210 fr. ($42). 

The highest figure reached by a mezzotint was paid for "Mrs. 
Camac" (see illustration), engraved by J. R. Smith after Reynolds, 
which brought $6,090 (1,160 gs.) in the Edgecombe sale at London 
in 1901. To show the difference due to quality it may be noted 
that a very ordinary print from this plate brought only $27 at the 
Mailand sale in 1881. The original painting by Reynolds sold at 
Greenwood's in 1796 for only $279, and at Christie's in 1861 it 
brought $7,268, only a little more than the mezzotint. 

Mezzotints by the English engravers of the end of the eight- 
eenth century are in great demand today. The most striking rise 
in values may be noted in the series of nine portraits in mezzotint 
by Valentine Green "from original pictures by Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
forming a series of Beauties of the Present Age." They were 
published from 1779 to 1782, and the prices given in the announce- 
ment, from which the above quotation is taken, are 12 shillings ($3) 
to subscribers, and to non-subscribers, 15 shillings ($3.75) each. 

The complete set, with recent prices for first states, is as 
follows : 

Lady Jane Halliday sold in 1887 for $262, and in 1901 for $2,362. 
Lady Louisa Manners sold in 1901 for $1,050, and in 1910 for 

$2,940. 
Countess of Harrington sold in 1897 for $1,496.25, and in 1911 for 

$3,000. 
Georgiana, Duchess of Devonshire, sold in 1887 for $577.50. 
Countess of Rutland sold in 1887 for $656.25, and in 1910 for $5,775. 
Viscountess Townshend sold in 1887 for $357, in 1901 for $2,362.50, 

and in 1911 for $2,000. 
Lady Elizabeth Compton sold in 1901 for $682.50, and in 1910 

for $2,550. 
Countess Salisbury sold in 1887 for $367.50, and in 1911 for $4,250. 
Countess Talbot sold in 1887 for $336, in 1901 for $1,100.50, and in 

1910 for $761.25. 

Among nineteenth century artists the most notable rises in 
values are in the works of Whistler, Meryon, Bracquemond and 
Zom. The last of this group is still living. 

Whistler's French set, consisting of twelve etchings and the 
title, was published in 1857 at 2 gs. ($8.50). His first Venice set 
of twelve plates, was published in 1880 at 50 gs. ($212.50), and 
the second Venice set, in 1886, at the same price for twenty-six 
plates. Of these the "Nocturne" (see illustration) alone has 
brought $1,600, while others, such as "The Palaces," are worth 
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three times the original price of the entire set, and some of the first 
pubHshed states may be reckoned at about four times as much. 
The etched portrait of Whistler's "Mother," of which only one 
print is known, sold for $1,750. 

Poor Meryon sold prints of his "Apse" for a franc and a half 
(30 cents), and recently the Art Institute of Chicago paid $32,000 
for the Howard Mansfield collection containing examples of all 
of his plates. 

Frederick Keppel, in his book on "The Golden Age of En- 
graving" (p. 88), tells the following regarding a plate of "Birds 
Nailed on a Barn," etched by Felix Bracquemond, in 1852, at the 
age of nineteen: "He sold the copper plate of this, along with 
three other capital plates, to Cadart, the Paris publisher, tor the 
sum of 24 fr. ($4.80) ! And this money was never paid to him!! 
He told me so himself. And today a fine, early proof of this etching 
would sell in Paris for about thirty times the price for which he 
sold the original copper plate." One of the best collections of 
Bracquemond's etchings is included in the Avery collection in the 
New York Public Library. 

Some of the engravers of today are reaping the benefit of the 
increased interest in the art, and their plates are published at fair 
prices — Zorn's new plates at $75. Yet some of Zorn's early works 
are unobtainable! A signed proof of "The Artist and His Wife" 
(12^ X 8), originally published at $30, now brings $300, and "The 
Waltz" (12y2 x8J^), the artist's signed proof of which was issued 
at $35, easily brings ten time that amount. 

I ART OBJECTS. 

Comparatively few records of the sales of art objects are avail- 
able. The majority of the sales advertised as of "Art Objects" 
consist of the accumulation of odds and ends from the houses of 
the wealthy, which when put up at auction reveal usually a lot 
of rubbish. 

The type of objects which may be called "museum pieces" are 
of value for their beauty of design and for the patient and loving 
care with which they are made, even more than the cost of the 
materials. There is no question here, as in the prints, of there 
being duplicates, although forgeries and modem antiques are not 
unknown ! 

The collecting of Chinese porcelain is of comparatively recent 
date. The first purchase of James A. Garland was made twenty- 
eight years ago, when he paid $200 to $300 for a green and black 
bottle which today is worth ten times that amount. The Garland 
collection formed the foundation of J. Pierpont Morgan's collection, 
one of the finest in the world, which fills a large gallery at the 
Metropolitan Museum. One of the most valuable pieces is a tall 
Red Hawthorne Vase with the blossoms on a black ground. It 
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belonged to the famous Salting collection of London. Mr. Garland 
had set his heart on having this piece. Mr. Salting, however, would 
never sell. His hobby was always to exchange things. A dealer, 
after three years of patient waiting, managed to secure it for Mr. 
Garland, who paid about $6,000 for it. Mr. Garland once said to 
the late Gen. Louis P. Di Cesnola, then Director of the Metropolitan 
Museum, "General, that vase is worth more than your house on 
Fifty-seventh Street." Today it would bring a fabulous price — 
$50,000 or more. 

A view of the main hall of the wing of decorative arts of the 
Metropolitan Museum (see illustration) will show wood carvings 
from the famous Hoentschel collection, marbles, terracottas, tapes- 
tries, majolicas and other art objects whose value mounts up into 
the millions. 

Oriental rugs of the fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies are rare, beautiful and valuable. There are many important 
examples that have been acquired by American collectors during 
the past twenty-five years. The first bale of Eastern rugs opened 
in this country was seen in the early seventies, and for some time 
they were not greatly appreciated. The highest price paid for a 
rug at auction has been $38,000, which was for a Royal Persian 
rug (11 feet 10 inches by 6 feet V/i inches) of the fifteenth or early 
sixteenth century, in the Henry Marquand sale in 1903. The rugs 
at the Yerkes sale, in 1910, did not bring their full value. The 
highest price, $35,000, was paid for a silk carpet (7 feet 2^ inches 
by 6 feet 5 inches) from the Ardebil Mosque, and the next price, 
$33,000, was paid for a Persian state carpet (40 feet 8 inches by 
13 feet 5 inches). The Metropolitan Museum bought for $19,600 
a Bagdad carpet, the texture of which shows 676 hand tied Persian 
knots to the square inch; an old Persia carpet from the Ardebil 
Mosque, for which they paid $15,200, and an old Western Persia 
rug (see illustration) with 225 hand tied knots to the square inch, 
which cost $5,600. 

Some fluctuations in prices are shown in the following records 
from the London sales of 1910 : In the Schroeder sale, held at 
Christie's July 5-8, 1910, the Duveens paid 9,000 gs. ($47,250) 
for an apple green Sevres garniture de chemine which had brought 
2,650 gs. ($13,912) in the Earl of Dudley's sale, in 1886; Charles 
Wertheimer gave £4,000 ($20,000) for a Louis XV snuflF box which 
had sold for £1,000 in 1895, and he rebought at £10,000 ($50,000) 
the sixteenth century biberon, for which he had paid 15,500 gs. 
($81,375) in 1905. 

At the Coope sale, held at Christie's, May 3-5, 1910, a celadon 
vase sold for £4,700 ($23,500), which in the Bernal sale of 1855 
brought only 55 gs. ($289). Bronzes showed some startling in- 
creases, as in the case of an equestrian group which was bought 
from a country house in 1906 for £120 ($600) and sold in the 
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Isaac Falcke sale, on April 19-22, 1910, for £3,700 ($18,500). A 
similar case was that of a panel of Oudenard tapestry which had 
been purchased for $120 and was sold for $14,700. 

After all is said and done the real pleasure in owning works 
of art does not depend on their cost. It comes from close associa- 
tion and appreciation of beauty in nature and in the handiwork of 
man — a real and lasting friendship.

The Fourth International Congress on Art Education will be held at 
Dresden, Germany, August 12 to 18, 1912, inclusive. 

The subjects proposed for lectures, discussions and illustrated exhibits 
are as follows: 

I. Psychological basis of drawing. Child's first employment of drawing. 

Elementary teaching. 

II. Drawing, modeling and manual work as expression in general edu- 

cation. 

III. Obligatory instruction in drawing from the kindergarten to the 

university. 

IV. Fundamental principles underlying drawing in secondary schools. 

V. Cultivation of taste through drawmg and manual work. 

VI. Teaching in academies and arts and crafts schools. 

VII. Lettering and letter designing. 

VIII. Training of teachers. 

IX. Artistic education of the masses. 

The Chairman of the American Committee went to Europe during the 
summer of 1911 to make definite arrangements, and at the meeting of the 
International Federation Committee at Dresden, August 14, 1911, it was 
agreed that about one-sixth of the entire space in the Exhibition Buildings 
should be reserved for the American exhibit, the amount to be paid being 
5,000 marks, or about $1,200. This assignment gives America the dominating 
l^ace among all co-operating nations. 

The method of preparing the programme is as follows : Any person may 
write papers on any subject, said papers to be delivered to their national com- 
mittee before April 1, 1912. These will be forwarded to Dresden by May 1, 
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and all will be published in book form on July 1. From the papers sub- 
mitted a condensed report will be issued in three languages — German, French 
and English — closing with a thesis for discussion before the Congress. The 
National Committees have been asked to invite their best speakers to present 
certain specified subjects as the leading speaker and as the secondary or 
co-operating speaker. Following the two addresses on each subject there 
will be opportunities for discussion, limited to seven minutes. There will 
also be special illustrated lectures. From all the above the Resolutions of 
the Congress will be formulated. After the Congress the Proceedings will 
be published. 

The following subjects have been assigned to American speakers: The 
leading speakers on topics V (twenty minutes), VIII (thirty minutes), IX 
(thirty minutes) ; the co-operating speakers on topics IV (ten minutes) and 
VII (ten minutes) ; and special lectures on topics V, VIII and IX. 

The amount of the fund required by the American Committee to prepare 
an adequate exhibit is at least $5,000. There was expended during the sum- 
mer of 1911 the sum of $503.32, which has been charged as a loan from the 
balance of $1,602.75 secured chiefly from the sale of the volume on "Art Edu- 
cation in the Public Schools of the United States," that was turned over by 
the American Committee of the Third International Congress, held at London 
in 1908.

The Art Commission of the city of Boston was established by an act of 
Legislature approved May 11, 1898. It consists of five members, appointed by 
the Mayor ; one member is appointed on or before the first day of May of each 
year for a term of five years. 

The following works were approved during the year ending January 31, 
1911: The fence around the Joseph Warren Monument; the metal clock tower 
at Peabody Square, Ashmont; a memorial tablet at Codman Square; a site 
near the junction of Beacon Street and Chestnut Hill Avenue for a watering 
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trough offered to the city by the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals ; the removal of the Edward Everett Statue from the Public 
Garden and its relocation in Edward Everett Square; two mural paintings by 
Charles E. Mills for the Franklin Union; model of a monument to Robert 
Burns by H. H. Kitson, with a reservation of judgment in connection with its 
final placing; a sketch figure by Bela L. Pratt for a proposed memorial to the 
nurses of the Civil War ; "The Appeal to the Great City/* an Indian on horse- 
back, by Cyrus E. Dallin, which is being cast in bronze, but no site has yet 
been assigned; a bronze medallion of the late Mayor Hibbard by Richard E. 
Brooks. 

On request of the Mayor, the Commission considered plans for a Boston 
exhibit at the London Town Planning Conference in October, 1910, and 
approved the same. The Commission has undertaken the relocation and care 
of the portrait memorials in Faneuil Hall, and has given as its opinion that 
no portrait should in the future be placed there until ten years after the 
death of the person so to be honored. The first section of a descriptive and 
historic catalogue of works of art belonging to the city was published in 
the report dated February 1, 1911; it deals with public monuments.

The Museum is open ever>' day in the year, excepting the Fourth of Jtdy, 
Thanksgiving Day and Christmas. On week days 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. (Novem- 
ber 1 to March 1, 4 p. m.) ; Sundays 1 p. m. to 5 p. m. Admission is free on 
every Saturday and Sunday and on public holidays. On other days the 
entrance fee is 25 cents. Children under fourteen years of age are not 
admitted unless accompanied by an adult. The number in charge of one 
person is limited to ten. Guidance in the galleries by representatives of the 
Museum is free to all visitors. 

Incorporated February 4, 1870. The annual meeting is held in January. 
The Museum is a permanent public exhibition of original works of the art 
of Egypt, Greece, Rome, the Orient and modem Europe and America, supple- 
mented by reproductions of others. It is supported wholly by private gifts 
and managed by a Board of Trustees including representatives of Harvard 
University, the Boston Athenaeum, the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
the City and the State, acting through an executive staff and with the 
co-operation of Visiting and Advisorjr Committees of citizens. The Museum 
is a chapter of the American Federation of Arts. 

A Bulletin is published bi-monthly at 50 cents a year; singles copies, 10 
cents. A new Handbook was issued in September, 1910. (For details of the 
Art School see reports of schools.)

The most important gifts of 1910 were: the Chios Head, from Nathaniel 
Thayer ; two portraits by Goya and Nicholas Maes, respectively, and a 
marme by P. J. Clays, from Mrs. Walter Scott Fitz; "Coronation of the Vir- 
gin," ascribed to Luis Borassa, in memory of Samuel Dennis Warren, from 
Dr. Denman Waldo Ross; a landscape, "Pine Woods at Magnolia," from 
certain of the pupils and friends of William Morris Hunt; "Picturesque 
Views in England and Wales," engraved after water color drawings by 
Turner, in memory of Charles Eliot Norton, from Francis Bullard. 

Mrs. Horatio Nelson Slater has offered to furnish a room over the library, 
not now in use, in memory of her father, William Morris Hunt, to contam 
principally works by him. In order to reach this room conveniently, a pas- 
senger lift has been built. This lift is now ready for use, and the cost — 
namely, $4,210.44— has been paid by Mrs. Slater. 

A fund of $25,000 from the late Stephen Bullard has been given to the 
Museum, through Mrs. William S. Bullard, the income to be used for the 
purchase of rare and beautiful prints. By the terms of the gift, a part of 
the income is to be applied for a specified time toward paying the salary of 
the Curator of Prints, and a part is available for assisting the Curator or his 
subordinate in his studies. Samuel P. Avery has added $5,000 to his gift of 
last year of the same amount, making $10,000 in all, which is to be kept as a 
fund, the income to be used for the purchase of works of art. 

The most important gift in 1911 was received in May from Mrs. Robert 
Dawson Evans, who offered to erect, as a memorial to her husband, that part 
of the building which is to contain the picture galleries. 

A registry of local art has been established for making and preserving 
records of works of art outside the Museum, offered for the purpose. The 
Secretary of the Museum is in charge of this work as Registrar, with S. B. 
Lothrop as Keeper. 

The demand for docent service for schools and other visitors increased 
to such an extent that it became necessary to make two changes in the plan 
pursued: a leaflet guide was substituted for docent guidance in the case of 
persons wishing to make a rapid survey of the contents of the building, and 
each department has agreed to accept appointments weekly on a specified 
day to interpret to visitors the collections in its charge. Sunday talks in the 
galleries and Thursday conferences have been continued. During the sum- 
mer of 1911 parties of children were tjdcen to the Museum every morning, and 
a trained story teller was engaged through the generosity of one of the 
Trustees. The real object of the plan is to teach large numbers of children 
to regard the Museum as a place for recreation.

During the summer courses were given for members in French em- 
broidery, Italian cut work, basket weaving, care of poultry and general agri- 
culture. During the winter looms will be set up in the different villages and 
instruction given in weaving. 

An exhibition of the Union's work was taken to the Barnstable County 
Fair, and also shown at the conference of community workers held in August 
at the Massachusetts Agricultural College at Amherst.

The collection is intended primarily to serve as illustrative material for 
the courses in archaeology and antiquities. It consists of several hundred 
objects of minor art, such as bronzes, vases and coins, as well as specimens 
of mnrblc, bricks and other building materials, fragments of mosaics, inscrip- 
tions, etc. With these is a considerable collection of casts (including the 
Scott Collection of casts from portraits of Julius Caesar), photographs, 
squeezes and rubbings of inscriptions, and models of ancient utensils.

The American Art Extension, a department of the Chautauqua Institu- 
tion, began in 1910 a selection of old masterpieces of painting to be repro- 
duced for educational purposes. The first cycle of seven subjects in these 
Painting Proofs represent Da Vinci, Velasquez, Rubens, Rembrandt, Holbein, 
Watteau and Reynolds. 

A second class of study pictures is published in the form of miniature 
color prints. Study material in the form of appreciations and biographical 
notes by Henry Turner Bailey, a reading course covering the seven early 
schools by Janet Glen, together with other material along the same line, form 
a part of the plan of study in art appreciation offered by the American Art 
Extension. 

Fifteen thousand miniature color prints have been distributed, free, 
through schools and studv clubs in connection with the Art Extension plan 
to establish community galleries of the larse reproductions of Painting Proofs. 
A beginning toward the community gallery plan has been made m thirty 
institutions, and the Painting Proofs have been exhibited in fifty institutions 
during the past year.

The addition to the main floor of a gallery 30 x 50 feet is now partly 
occupied with cases containing a collection of Indian shawls, and the proba- 
bility is that the entire space will be given over to textiles. The picture 
gallery floor has been changed from sidelight to toplight and the new gallery, 
30x50 feet, has been added, producing a suite of ten galleries uniformly 
well lit from above. In the largest of the old galleries the older paintings 
are for the most part hung. The John J. Emery collection has been installed 
in one of the galleries along the west end, and while at present the room 
contains only twenty-two canvasses, this number will be about doubled when 
the remaining canvasses are sent to the Museum by Mrs. Emery. Frank 
Duveneck's work occupies the southwest gallery, next the Emery collec- 
tion, with the Robert Blum collection in the northwest gallery, and a group 
of etchings in the small gallery adjoining. 

The articles lent for temporary or permanent exhibition represent in 
the aggregate about one-sixth of the number of objects in the Museum. For 
six months, May to October, 1910, inclusive, Mrs. Mary M. Emery's notable 
collection was hung in the west gallery; it included her remarkable Van 
Dyck, Goya and Franz Hals. 

Judge John Sanborn Conner and Mrs. Conner have ^iven to the Museum 
the six cases of silver that had been lent for some time. The collection 
is one of very great importance, and places the Museum in an excellent posi- 
tion for the study of the art of silver work. 

A special class of one hundred and twenty-five history teachers from 
the public schools has met once a week in the lecture room of the Art 
Academy to review history under the guidance of Miss Best, of the public 
schools. These afternoons have been devoted partly to lantern slides of 
objects of art with appropriate comment connecting them with the historical 
period under consideration. As a preparation for this work a large number 
of lantern slides were made, there being twenty-eight afternoon meetings. 
The aim of this course has not been to study art in the usual historical 
method, but rather to cultivate an enjoyment of art. Perhaps the most 
interesting part of the experiment were the incidental visits to the Museum. 
At such times the Sixth Grade teachers were directed in small groups by 
a number of volunteer guides — mostly teachers of art in the public schools 
and nearly all trained in the Museum History of Art course. 

Besides the effort to interpret the Museum through this course, upward 
of twenty-five talks were especially arranged by members of the staff — the 
Director, the Librarian, Mrs. Fishbum, Mr. Meakin and Mr. Bamhorn — for 
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groups of people in addhkn to die informal direction which is constantly 
beins given. 

in addition to the large halftone reproductions of paintings printed at 
die Museum during 1909, diere were also issued smaller reproductions ot 
post card size, which are sold for 1 cent each.

The chief aim of the Museum is the preservation of objects and col- 
lections illustrative of the history of the State. Each year the Museum is 
visited by from 60,000 to 80,000 persons. Among its visitors are classes of 
school children from both the city and county schools, State University 
students, and study clubs. To these, talks and lectures are given in its halls. 

The most valuable single object is the silver ostensorium presented 
to the Jesuit mission at De Pere, in 1686, by Nicolas Perrot There is an 
extensive collection of American and foreign coins, medals and medallions. 
In South Hall are numerous oil portraits of distinguished pioneer and later 
citizens of the State, several marble busts of noted Wisconsin men, and 
two paintings representing events in the State's history — the meeting of 
Jean Nicolet with the Wisconsin Winnebago in 1634; and the participation 
of Wisconsin savages under Charles Langlade, on behalf of the French, in 
the defeat of Braddock. 

In the Adams Room is shown a collection of art china and porcelain 
ware, furniture, paintings, etchings and laces, the gift of the late Mrs. 
Charles Kendall Adams. 

The North Hall, employed for special exhibitions and public meetings, 
is hung with a large number of oil portraits of men and women prominent in 
the pioneer period of Wisconsin history. About the hall are antique diairs, 
tables, chests, stands, bronzes, etc. Here also is placed the Jastrow collec- 
tion of over 200 specimens of metal, china and woodenware illustrating 
European and Oriental handicrafts. On the walls are several examples of 
Signa-ware (Italian) reproducing specimens of Greek Art 

The Print Room is devoted to exhibits of black-and-white in bibliography, 
art and history. Old books, manuscripts, engravings, etching, broadsides, 
photographs, etc., are on display, the exhibits being changed from time to 
time. 

In the long corridor are at present exhibited collections of Arundel and 
Medici reproductions in color, of famous antique European works of old 
masters, also specimens of Japanese color prints. The Military History 
Room contains a large canvas by the Russian artist Verestchagin and por- 
traits of distinguished Wisconsin and other American military commanders 
are also displayed.

Several attempts were made to 
form a new society, but without success until 1900, when the few members 
of the old panorama colony who remained joined with the younger genera- 
tion of painters recently returned from studying abroad and organiz<»d the 
Society of Milwaukee Artists. Regular periodical exhibitions were held at 
the Public Library until the room assigned for this purpose was required 
for library use. 

Finally two years ago steps were taken toward the reorganization of 
the Society on broader lines, and then, under the presidency of Charles Allis, 
the Milwaukee Art Society was formed. A building of substantial stone 
construction, 40x80 feet in dimensions, standing on a lot 150 feet long in 
close proximity to the Layton Art Gallery, was offered the Society for a low 
price. The building was acquired in May, 1911, bv voluntary subscriptions 
of citizens to the amount of $25,000. About $5,000 more will be expended 
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to adapt it to the Society's needs, giving it a skylighted exhibition room, 65x40, 
and other rooms for office and social uses. It will be opened about December, 
1911, and dedicated by a local loan exhibit. It will be open, free (with some 
exceptions), to the public.

In December, 1910, the President of this Society, Edwin R. Hewitt, 
returned from abroad, where he had been making a special study of art 
museums, and urged the establishment of a city museum in Minneapolis. 
Mr. Hewitt's plan was that the museum should not merely house paintings 
and sculpture, but the various crafts, and that it should be a building in 
which every citizen of Minneapolis should have an interest. Tentative plans 
were drawn and expert advice secured. The Minneapolis, University and 
Commercial Clubs, and a number of business men were rapidly enlisted to 
take up the campaign for membership, the plan being to increase the mem- 
bership of the Society to 2,000, at $10 each, and thus provide a maintenance 
fund. Blanks for this purpose were widely distributed. The latter part of 
December the Vice-President of the Society went to Chicago to consult with 
the officers of the Art Institute of that City, and invited Charles L. Hutchin- 
son, President; N. H. Carpenter. Secretary, and William M. R. French, 
Director of the Chicago Art Institute, to visit Minneapolis with the object 
of furthering the interest in the museum scheme. On January 10, 1911, a 
dinner was given at the Minneapolis Club in honor of the visitors, which 
was attended by 175 of Minneapolis's leadinjf citizens. 

A letter was read from Clinton Morrison, offering as a site ten acres 
of the Dorilus Morrison estate, in memory of his father, the first Mayor 
of Minneapolis. A gift of $100,000 toward the building fund by W. H. 
Dunwoody was announced, after which came a shower of smaller contri- 
butions. Charles W. Ames, of St Paul, gave $500 in token of the good will 
of a resident of St. Paul. Within a few minutes over three hundred 
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thousand dollars had been pledged, and before the end of the week the 
amount had been doubled. Splendid co-operation was promised by the 
Rotary Club, which pledged itself to secure 1,000 annual members, or in 
other words, an annual subscription of $10,000. 

The site of the future museum is two miles from the river, on high 
ground and in the heart of a handsome residence section. It is proposed in 
the plans of the building to include an auditorium which will serve as a 
lecture room, music hall and general meeting place.

The Avery Library of Columbia University is the standard library of 
the architectural profession in the United States. It was founded by Samuel 
Putnam Avery and Mrs. Mary Ogden Avery by letter of gift dated June 23, 
1890, in honor of their son, Henry O. Avery, who died in 1890. Additional 
endowments have been made by their son, Samuel P. Avery, who has also 
presented to the University a building, now under construction, for the 
use of the library and the Department of Architecture. 

The selection of books is controlled by a committee composed of the 
Librarian, the Professor of Architecture and the Secretary of the American 
Institute of Architects. 

A count of the Avery Library in July, 1910, showed 19,066 volumes.

A collection of Royal Copenhagen was presented to the Museum during 
the past year by William A. Putnam, a member of the Board of Directors. 
There are ninety-four pieces, which fill four cases. Ancient Persian, Hispano- 
Moresque and other Saracenic majolica, including recent gifts which came 
from the Laffan sale, have been placed on exhibition in two cases in the 
small eastern gallery on the first floor. To his gift in 1909 of ninety-two 
pieces of ancient Chinese cloisonne, Samuel P. Avery added in March, 1911, 
forty-five pieces from the Hoe sale and twelve from his private collection.

The work of Cooper Union along art lines consists of the Night School 
of Art for Men, the Woman's Art School, the Department of Mechanical 
Drawing, and the Museum for the Arts of Decoration.

In addition there were 1,940 students from the previous year, makmg the total 
demand 8,301 applicants; it was possible to admit only 3,580. Of these totals 
the admission to the Night School of Art was 1,134, although there were 1,947 
new applicants; the number of students in the Woman's Art School was 
362, with 196 new applicants and 63 still on the waiting list. 

The construction of a new building on the site of the old Sixty-ninth 
Regiment Armory will provide quarters for the Physical and Electrical 
Engineering Departments, and thus release space in the old building for the 
accommodation of additional classes in architectural, free-hand, and me- 
chanical courses.

The series of eighty-two French fire-gilt bronze furniture mounts im- 
ported and presented by the Council in 1911, added to the two former 
valuable groups presented in 1910, make a very comprehensive exhibit. The 
fifty- four decorative painted and carved panels imported and presented by the 
Council in 1910 and added to the previous gifts of one hundred and twenty- 
two panels, have simplfied the arrangement of the progression and sequence 
of the styles from the Gothic to the Louis XVI period. 

The Museum is being divided into a series of alcoves in which objects of 
every country identified with the periods of the alcoves can be shown. 

A financial statement of the funds presented to the Council of the Museum 
shows receipts for the year ending June 2, 1911, of $21,370.79, and a total 
for the past five years of over $76,000. A reception was held on February 
22, 1911, in order to show the growth of the Museum.

The Jacob H. Lazarus Scholarship, for the study of mural paintings, was 
established in 1892 by Mrs. Amelia B. Lazarus and Emilie Lazarus through 
the gift to the Metropolitan Museum of Art of a fund to be administered by 
its Trustees. 

The scholarship is open to any male citizen of the United States. The 
winner of the scholarship will receive $1,000 a year for three years. The 
holder of the scholarship will make his headquarters in Rome under the 
supervision of the Director of the American Academy at Rome. This scholar- 
ship is awarded every third year. 

Candidates must notify the Clerk of the National Academy of Design 
on or before May 1 of the year of the competition, stating date and place 
of birth, the school or schools in which they have studied and the names 
of their teachers. Examinations are held at the National Academy of 
Design. 

The sixth competition was held in September, 1911. There were nine 
entries, and the prize was awarded to Frederick C. Stahr. He was born 
at Stapleton, Staten Island, N. Y., in 1876; was a pupil of the National 
Academy of Design in New York and of the Royal Academy of Bavaria in 
Munich.

The Museum collections include the so-called fine arts — paintings, sculp- 
ture and architecture, as well as what are usually called Decorative or 
Industrial Arts. Ancient art includes Egyptian, Babylonian, Assyrian, Phoeni- 
cian, Cypriote, Etruscan, Greek and Roman antiquities. In painting the 
attempt is made to illustrate the history of the art in antiquity, and from 
the Middle Ages to the present time, with especial attention to the work of 
American artists. The Decorative Arts include woodwork, metalwork, cera- 
mics and textiles. The collections represent the East and the Near East 
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(China, Japan, Persia and Asia Minor), Europe and America. Special atten- 
tion is given to American art. 

Broadly speaking, the first floor of the Museum is filled with the Egyptian 
and Classical collections, the casts and modern sculpture; the second floor, 
with the art of the East and Near East, textiles, laces, arms and armor, 
musical instruments and paintings. The Decorative Arts, chronologically 
arranged — the Romanesque period to the nineteenth century — occupy a wing 
by themselves, which was opened March 15, 1910. 

The Library of the Museum, situated on the first floor to the south 
of the grand stairway, contains over 20,000 volumes and 30,000 photographs, 
which are for the use of any visitor. This wing was opened in July, 1910. 

During 1910 a legacy of $100,000 from the late Darius O. Mills was 
added to the general endowment fund, and a legacy of $20,000 from Ruther- 
ford Stuyvesant is to be applied to the purpose of the Museum. 

The more important acquisitions of paintings during 1910 include a 
Spanish altarpiece from the late William M. Laffan; nineteen paintings by 
American artists, from George A. Hearn ; "The Assumption," by Benvenuto 
da Siena, from J. Pierpont Morgan; the purchase of "Venus and Mars 
Bound by Cupid," by Veronese, and of "The Wolf and Fox Hunt," by 
Rubens. The collection of sculpture has received gifts from Edward D. 
Adams, George Blumenthal, Jacob H. Schiff and Thomas F. Ryan, who 
gave besides a copy of the marble group "Pygmalion and Galatea," by 
Rodin, the sum of $35,000 for the purchase of works by this master. The 
collection of laces has received gifts from several donors in memory of 
Mrs. William H. Harriman, from Margaret Taylor Johnston, Mrs. James 
Boorman Johnston and Mrs. Edward Luckemeyer. 

From the late John Stemme has been received his collection of ceramics, 
glass, ivories and metalwork, chiefly German of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. A gift in memory of the late Clyde Fitch, by his father and 
mother, includes furniture of the period of the Empire. For the Department 
of Armor gifts have been received from William H. Riggs, Marshall C. 
LeflFerts and others. A remarkable collection of Japanese armor, consisting 
of twelve harnesses, with mountings and arms, was the gift of Dr. George M. 
Lefferts. 

The Department of Oriental Art has received the collection of Japanese 
netsukes, numbering 2,546, given by Mrs. Russell Sage. The most important 
single gift in any department has been the addition to the Egyptian Depart- 
ment of the Murch collection of rare scarabs, seal cylinders and other 
objects of Egyptian art received from Helen M. Gould. 

The Museum offers to teachers and pupils in the public schools of New 
York City the following special advantages: Free admission on Mondays 
and Fridays, which are made pay days largely to facilitate students by 
giving them a greater opportunity for privacy than is possible on free days. 
If a teacher is preparing courses of study to be conducted at the Museum, 
members of the Museum staff will gladly advise concerning the objects con- 
tained in the Museum collections. The use of a class-room equipped with 
stereopticon lantern, chairs, tables and blackboards for talks given by the 
teacher to the class. Lantern slides may be borrowed and books and photo- 
graphs from the Library may be taken to the class-room to increase the 
interest and effectiveness of the talk. The services of a member of the 
Museum staff to show the collections to the class or give them a talk illus- 
trated by the lantern. The use in lectures outside of the Museum of several 
thousand lantern slides owned by the Museum. The special leaflet.s. Help 
Offered to Teachers and Lantern Slides, give in greater detail the facilities 
at the command of teachers.

To aid the American Federation of Arts, the Mural Painters have pre- 
pared an exhibition of sketches and reproductions of notable decorations by 
American artists, and have collected a set of lantern slides. These lantern 
slides, accompanied by a lecture written by Edwin Howland Blashfield, Presi- 
dent of the Mural Painters, are to be lent to art clubs and other organizations 
throughout the country.

The Scuola has exceptional facilities for copying many of the finest and 
rarest pieces of ancient work; but adaptability to modern purposes, as well 
as the preservation of the beautiful, have been the keynote of its policy, and 
its products are objects for use as well as for admiration. It conducts a 
salesroom at 59 West Thirty-ninth Street.

The annual meeting is held the Monday 
before Thanksgiving; stated meetings, the third Monday in February and 
May; Executive Committee meetings, the first Thursday in December and the 
last Thursday in February and May. There are two hundred and forty-two 
members. The Society is a chapter of the American Federation of Arts. 

The Society conducts a free course in architectural design. The course 
is open to draftsmen and students of architectural schools in any city of 
the United States or Canada, modeled on the principles of instruction at the 
ficole des Beaux- Arts in Paris. It consists of thirty-five competitions 
divided into two classes, supplemented by prize competitions, to enter any of 
which an Annual Registration Fee of ^.00 is required. Ateliers are main- 
tained in the forty-two cities. There were one thousand three hundred and 
seventy-four students during the season of 1910-1911, as against about six hun- 
dred the previous year. The competitive designs are on public exhibition at 
the rooms of the Society from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m., except during judgment and 
on public holidays. 

The Paris Prize is a scholarship open to all citizens of the United States 
under twenty-seven years of age on July 1 of the current season, independent 
of any connection with the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects. This prize §ives 
the winner, by the authorization of the French Government, the privilege 
of the "First Class" in architecture at the ficole des Beaux-Arts of Paris. 
The winner of the scholarship receives a stipend of $250 quarterly during his 
stay abroad, which should last two and one-half years. The other four com- 
petitors in the final competition receive $100 each. The winner in 1911 was 
C. E. Hall, a native of Virginia and a former student at Columbia University. 
The prize this year was the gift of William A. Read. There were thirty-three 
competitors. The first preliminary competition for the 1912 Paris Prize will 
be held February 17, 1912. (See school reports.)

Not the least of the educational value of the City Planning Exhibition at 
Philadelphia was the series of half-hour talks given every day in the Mayor's 
Reception Room in the City Hall by experts on City Planning subjects.

To hear the last talk on "City and Suburban Co-operation" and to take 
part in a discussion of this important subject. Mayor Reyburn had invited the 
Township and all other authorities in the surrounding counties of Delaware, 
Montgomery, Bucks and Chester to meet in his Reception Room, and several 
officers of the city government were present to confer with these outside 
authorities. At the conclusion of Mr. Wendell's address the subject was dis- 
cussed, and Mayor Reyburn urged that the authorities of the counties repre- 
sented get together with the city officials and that as friends and neighbors 
all should co-operate for the common good. Upon the suggestion of D. 
Knickerbacker Boyd it was formally and unanimously decided to arrsmge for 
a conference between the five townships and city officials, together with such 
officials as have jurisdiction therein. Great things may be looked for from 
such a conference, which, it is believed, will be unique in the annals of city 
and country development. Thus the City Planning movement has been ex- 
tended and given a wider significance, so that the country surrounding cities 
will be included in the movement in addition to the cities themselves.

A Museum Bulletin has been issued quarterly since January, 1903. 

Two additional rooms have been opened and fitted up in the basement^ 
thus making a suite of five for the accommodation of the Frishmuth Anti- 
quarian Collection. 

The collections of American pottery, porcelain and glass are the largest 
and most comprehensive in existence. Special attention is now being devoted 
to the collection of furniture, which has been arranged in seven compartments, 
or alcoves, with backgrounds finished in the styles of the periods to which 
the furniture belongs. 

The principal accessions by gift are a collection of Japanese helmets and 
a large Tibetan goddess, presented by John T. Morris; a collection of 
printed cotton fabrics, the gift of Mrs. William D. Frishmuth; and a French 
paneling of the time of Louis XVI., given by Mr. and Mrs. Charlton YarnalL 
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Principal accessions by purchase are a rare mirror set by the Adam Brothers, 
English, late eighteenth century; examples of seventeenth century English 
carved oak furniture; and French furniture of the Louis XV and XVI 
periods. 

A collection of ceramic forgeries has been formed in connection with the 
Bureau of Identification, which was established in 1903 for the benefit of 
possessors of art objects who desire information.

Much progress has been made in developing the practical side. The pro- 
duction of garden furniture in cement has been improved and extended, and 
a great deal of work in wrought iron has been produced. Very important 
work of a grade that had come to be regarded as impossible of accomplish- 
ment under modem industrial conditions has been executed during the year 
for several of the foremost architects of the country by Mr. Yellin, a member 
of the faculty. The most important gift of the year was the new building 
and equipment for work in wrought iron received from Mrs. John Harrison. 

Two traveling scholarships of $500 each have been offered by two mem- 
bers of the Associate Committee of Women, Mrs. James Mifflm and Mrs. 
Joseph F. Sinnott. These scholarships are intended to provide facilities for 
post-graduate study in Europe— especially in Italy. While traveling scholar- 
ships for students of the fine arts have long been established in considerable 
numbers, it is believed that this is the first instance in which such scholarships 
have been created with an avowedly industrial purpose. The present plan is to 
have the winners of these scholarships study under competent direction the 
part which the various industrial arts have played in developing the distinctive 
charm of those Italian cities to whose example the world is most indebted, 
and the forms in which the modern revivals of these arts seem to promise 
most.

The ladies acted as hostesses at the furniture exhibition held at the 
Museum on October 25, 1910, and at the Authors' Festival, a costume ball, 
held at the Bellevue-Stratford on December 2.

Three hundred and sixty-four dollars and seventy-two cents 
has been added to the Reserve Fund. The expenses for the year were 
$3,537.87 ; receipts from board, $2,860.16, leaving a deficit of $677.71, which was

covered by the Reserve Fund, in which there is still a balance of $432.69. It 
has been found necessary to raise the price of board to $5 per week, beginning 
September, 1911. 

Mrs. Thomas Roberts, Chairman of the Scholarship Committee, reported 
that during 1910 to 1911 the sixteen scholarships belonging to the Committee 
were all filled ; six certificates and one diploma were awarded to seven of the 
holders on June 1, 1911. 

In addition to the usual prizes offered by the ladies of this Committee 
two traveling scholarships of $500 each have been given by Mrs. James Mif- 
flin and Mrs. Joseph F. Sinnott, to provide facilities for post-graduate study 
in Europe.

A union of the American Academy in Rome and the American School 
of Qassical Studies in Rome was effected by the joint action of the governing 
boards of the two institutions, and ratified at the annual meeting of the 
Academy, held February 14, 1911. The School will be consolidated with the 
Academy, and the scope of the Academy will be enlarged so as to include 
not only architecture, sculpture and painting, but also the archaeology, 
literature and history of the classical and later periods. 

The Villa Aurelia, on the summit of the Janiculum Hill in Rome, was 
devised to the Academy by the will of Mrs. Clara J. Heyland, formerly 
Miss Jessup, of Philadelphia, who died in September, 1909, The present home 
of the Academy, the Villa Mirafiore, will be abandoned. 

Competitions for scholarships in paintings, sculpture and architecture 
are held in April. The scholarships consist of $1,000 a year, annuallv, for 
not less than three years, and require the recipient to reside at the Academy's 
home in Rome and work under the guidance of the Director. Those wishing 
to take part in the competitions should make written application to the Sec- 
retary before April 1 of each year, and furnish photographs of their original 
work.

The State Art Commission of Illinois was created by an act of the Leg- 
islature, approved June 4, 1909. 

The first meeting of the Commission was held November 2O, 1909, in the 
Art Institute of Chicago. The Commission found how ineffectual its efforts 
were by reason of the fact that it had no real powers. It existed in 
name only, for its services, however badly needed, were backed up by no 
laws to make them compulsory. Following discussion at a meetmg held 
June 23, 1910, at the Cliff Dwellers, Chicago, a committee was appointed 
to draw up a bill to be presented at the next session of the Legislature which 
should enable the State Art Commission itself to take action upon matters 
relating to Public Architecture, Parks, Works of Art, etc., instead of being 
wholly dependent upon the inclination of the Governor of the State to sum- 
mon It. The bill was subsequently framed and introduced into the Legis- 
lature. In an amended form it was passed by the Senate, but failed to pass 
the House. 

The Governor instructed the Art Commission to pass on all State build- 
ing designs made by the State architect. Designs for a few minor State 
buildings have since been submitted and passed upon. 
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At a meeting held December 24, 1910, the Commission drew up a report 
offering some suggestions relating to certain public buildings and grounds 
to be included in the Governor's message to the Legislature, copies of which 
were distributed among the Representatives. 

Perhaps the most useful thing the Commission has accomplished was 
to prevent the passage of a bill enabling cities to cut thoroughfares through 
their parks. This would have meant that no park of any size would be safe 
from the intrusion of the cities' trauffic The Commission sent letters to 
prominent Representatives in the House, but in spite of this the bill passed 
both houses. The Governor was appealed to, and his prompt action in 
vetoing the bill prevented its becoming a law.

A general 
meeting for the reading and discussion of papers, to which all members are 
invited, is held during the Christmas holidays at the same time as the 
annual meeting of the Council of the Institute. The annual dues of mem- 
bers are ten dollars, payable in advance. The fiscal year begins September 1, 
and members are entitled to the Journal and Bulletin and the privileges 
of all meetings and lectures held during the year for which they have paid 
dues. The Institute is a chapter of the American Federation of Arts. 

The Affiliated Societies hold regular meetings for lectures and other 
purposes. To bring to its members the results of archaeological activities, the 
Institute maintains four lecture circuits, in the Eastern, Central and Western 
States, and in Canada; each year the lecturers number fifteen to twenty, and 
more than one hundred and fifty lectures are given. American scholars and 
specialists representing various fields of archaeology, art, and literature are 
sent out as lecturers, and Societies are encouraged to hold regular meetings 
and provide special lectures in addition to those furnished by the Institute. 
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Courses of lectures may be secured by universities, museums and societies 
upon request. A few years ago James Loeb endowed the Charles Eliot 
Norton Memorial lectureship in order to secure for the Institute the ser- 
vices of distinguished foreign lecturers. 

The Institute is composed of thirty-six Affiliated Societies with a total 
membership of over three thousand. These societies are, for the sake of 
convenience, grouped as follows: Eastern States, Central States, Western 
States and Canada. The Societies elect their own officers.

This Division has charge of the collection of prints and also of the 
books and periodicals relating to art and architecture. The prints, including 
photographs, now number 339,014, an increase of 16,715 over the past year. 
These represent material acquired by copyright, purchase, gift, transfer and 
exchange. 

Among the purchases are a collection of 4,012 photographs of paintings, 
sculpture and architecture in Norway, Sweden and Denmark; one hundred 
and forty-five reproductions of colored engravings and etchings by celebrated 
French and English artists of the Eighteenth Century; fifty etchings by 
American, Dutch, English and French etchers; twenty-nine colored etchings 
and wood engravings. 

The special exhibition of prints during the year was a collection of 
four hundred and sixty-nine engraved portraits of noted men (Third to 
the middle of the Eighteenth Century), showing examples of the work of 
the best engravers of all schools. 

There has been an attendance of 5,784 readers during the year, 9,372 
books have been issued, 7,276 periodicals, 121,276 photographs, 18,473 engrav- 
ings and etchings, 97,487 stereoscopic views. There have been lent to art 
schools and clubs 13,381 photographs. 

The American Federation of Arts has continued the use of the material 
of the Division for their exhibitions throughout the country.

The Smithsonian Institution was created by Act of Congress in 1846. 
The endowment of the Institution is now $986,918.69, from which an annual 
income of $58,375 is derived that covers expenses of maintenance, explora- 
tion, research and publication. 
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The parent Institution has the administrative charge of several branches 
which grtw out of its early activities and which are supported by Congres- 
sional appropriations. Among these is the National Museum, which includes 
the National Gallery of Art. 

The National Gallery of Art consists of the George P. Marsh collection 
of etchings and engravings; the Charles L. Freer collection, comprising 
numerous paintings, etchings, etc., by Whistler and other American artists, 
and many examples of Japanese and Chinese art ; the Harriet Lane Johnston 
collection, including a number of portraits by British masters ; and the William 
T. Evans collection of 127 paintings representing 90 contemporary Amer- 
ican artists. 

The accessions for the year ending June 30, 1911, include thirteen oil 
paintings by American artists from William T. Evans, which increases the 
collection presented by him to one hundred and twenty-seven paintings by 
ninety American artists. Mr. Evans also presented eighty-one wood engrav- 
ings, mainly the work of Henry Wolf and Timothy Cole, although fourteen 
other modern engravers are represented. 

There were exhibited during the year as loans seventy-eight paintings, lent 
mainly by Ralph Cross Johnson and W. A. Slater, of Washington, and Dr. 
George Reuling, of Baltimore; T. B. Walker, of Milwaukee; the heirs of 
Lucius Tuckerman, Mr. and Mrs. Archibald Hopkins, Miss Murray Ledyard 
and Theodore Sutro, of New York. 

The attendance during 1910 for the entire Museum building was 151,000.

The Museum has made advances for closer co-operation with the schools. 
It is willing to lend its piiotographs and slides for Public School classroom 
use. and offers to classes, eitiier at the Museum or at the schools to which 
they belong, occasional illustrated lectures on topics related to the official 
course of study. In accordance with a vote of the Trustees, the Museum 
offered to the Public Schools a series of prizes for essays on selected sub- 
jects requiring a study of its collections. A succession of twelve Sunday 
afternoon story hours was given from January 15 to April 9, 1911, inclusive. 
At each hour some one of the Greek myths was presented with appropriate 
stereopticon illustrations from Greek sculpture, architecture and vase paint- 
ing. The seating capacity of the lecture room, about one hundred and 
twenty, was taxed to the utmost every Sunday. Three special attendants have 
been provided for Sunday afternoons, who guide little groups through the 
galleries or show them selected photographs; especial efforts have been made 
to induce the children to sketch.

Obituaries 

October 1910 to October 1911 



ABBEY, EDWIN AUSTIN, N. A.— A noted painter and illustrator, died in 
London, England, August 1, 1911. He was born in Philadelphia, April 1, 
1852. When but fourteen years of age some of his drawings were published 
in the late Oliver Optic's paper, Our Boys and Girls. Two years later 
he went into a wood engraver's shop, and about this time his first illus- 
tration appeared in Harper's. He next studied for a year at the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, and then went to New York, where, 
at the age of twenty, he entered the art department of the publishing 
house of Harper & Brothers. His first successes were the illustrations 
to Herrick's poems and to Goldsmith's comedies. In 1878 he went to 
England to get the proper setting for his illustrations to Shakespeare, 
correct costumes and accessories being one of his hobbies. He remained 
in England, settling at Broadway, where among his neighbors were the 
American painters John S. Sargent and F. D. Millet. Later he devoted 
himself to works in oil, and his first important mural decoration was 
the series of fifteen large paintings illustrating "The Quest of the Holy 
Grail," which were placed in the delivery room of the Boston Public 
Library in 1895 and 1901. He was commissioned to paint the scene of 
the coronation of King Edward VII of England in 1903-1904. His 
last important work, on which he had spent six years, consisted 
of a series of pictures for the decoration of the Capitol of Penn- 
sylvania at Harrisburg. The four lunettes completed and placed in 
December, 1908, represent "Science Revealing the Treasures of the Earth," 
"The Spirit of Light," "The Spirit of Religious Liberty" and "Vulcan, 
the Genius of the Workers in Iron and Sted"; also the same year four 
circles depicting "Religion," "Science," "Law" and "Art" (see illustration). 
At the time of his death he still had in his studio the panels depicting the 
"Apotheosis of Pennsylvania," which are destined for the walls of 
the House of Representatives. He won a second class medal at 
the Paris Salon of 1883, gold medals at the Paris Exposition 
of 1889 and 1900, a first class gold medal at the International 
Art Exhibition at Vienna in 1898, the gold medal of honor at 
the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts in 1898» a gold medal at the 
Pan-American Exposition in Buffalo in 1901, a small gold medal at the 
Berlin Exposition of 1903. He was elected an Associate of the Natipnal 
Academy of Design in 1901 and a full Academician in 1902; he was a 
member of the National Society of Mural Painters, the American Water 
Color Society, an honorary member of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects and of the Society of Illustrators, and a member of the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters, and of the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters. His foreign affiliations included membership in the Royal Insti- 
tute of Painters, to which he was elected in 1883, and to the Royal 
Academy in 1^6, and the Royal Water Color Society, all of London;. he 
was a member of the Paris Society of American Painters, a member of 
the Legion of Honor of France, and an Associate of the Soci6t^ National 
des Beaux-Arts, and was an honorary member of the Royal Bavarian 
Academy. Abbey was buried at Kingsbury Old Church, near Willesden, 
England. 

He willed his one hundred and thirty-three original drawings illustrating 
the comedies of Shakespeare to the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
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York, and the original drawings illustrating Goldsmith's "Deserted Vil- 
lage" to the Boston Museum. His London house and furnishings and a 
maintenance fund of $30,000 were left to the Royal Academy. The residue 
of his estate is to create the Mead- Abbey fund, the income of which is to 
be expended in the purchase of the best works of art from the annual 
exhibitions of the Royal Academy, and these works are to be forwarded 
to the Corcoran Gallery at Washington, and shall be the property of the 
United States. The above conditions, according to the New York 
Herald" were to be operative only if he outlived his wife. Mrs. Abbey 
may, however, carry out the provisions of the will. (See portrait.) 

BOLMER, M. DE FOREST.— A landscape painter, died Tune 7, 1910. He 
was born at Yonkers, N. Y., in 1854. He studied in Paris and Munich. 
He was a member of the Salmagundi Club of New York. A number of 
paintings by him were sold at auction on February 2 and 3, 1911. 

BOYLE, JOHN JOSEPH.— A mural painter of religious subjects, died April 
25, 1911, at his home at Ocean View, N. J. He was bom at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., May 30, 1874. He was a pupil of the Pennsylvania Academy of 3ie 
Fine Arts, where he received the Cresson European scholarship in 1902- 
1903, which was continued in 1904. He studied at the Julian Academy in 
Paris under Benpmin-Constant and Laurens. Works by him are in 
several churches m Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington. 

BROCKLESBY, WILLIAM C. A. A. I. A.— An architect, died at his home 
in Hartford, Conn., October 9, 1910. He was bom in that city on May 
28y 1848^ and was the son of Professor John Brocklesby of Trinity College. 
He was graduated from Trinity College in 1869, and then studied ardii- 
tecture with Richard Upjohn in New York. Among his principal works 
are: Brown School, Noah Webster School, National Fire insurance 
Building and Church of the Redeemer in Hartford. He was a member of 
the Connecticut Chapter, A. I. A., and was elected an Associate of the 
American Institute of Architects in 1901. 

BURNHAM, FREDERICIC LYNDEN.— The agent for the promotion of 
manual art in Massachusetts, died at his home in Cambridge May 23, 1911, 
aged thirty-nine years. He was bom at Taunton, Mass., and educated in 
the public schools of that town, in private schools in West Virginia and 
Texas, at the Massachusetts Normal Art School, Boston, and at the Art 
School of Yale University. He taught drawing at the Taunton night 
schools; was Supervisor of Drawing at North Adams, Mass., 1896-1^; 
Supervisor of Drawing, New Haven, Conn., 1899-1903; Supervisor of 
Drawing, Providence, R. I., 1903-1905, and had been agent for the promo- 
tion of the manual arts in the State of Massachusetts since 1906. He 
was also a member of the faculty and instructor in summer courses at 
the Hyannis (Mass.) Normal School. He was a member of the New 
Haven Paint and Clay Club; Barnard Club, Providence; Whittemore 
Club, Boston ; Connecticut State Teachers' Association ; Providence Teach- 

* ers' Association; Rhode Island Institute of Instruction; New England 
Superintendents' Association ; Council of Supervisors of the Manual Arts ; 
Eastern Art Teachers' Association; Massachusetts Normal Art School 
Alumni Association. He was also a painter and contributed articles on the 
manual arts to educational magazines. 

CARABELLI, JOSEPH. — A sculptor and former member of the Ohio 
Legislature, died in Cleveland April 19, 1911, aged sixty-one. He was 
born in Italy. He carved a statue representing Industry, which is one of 
the figures on the exterior of the Federal Building in New York. 

CARRERE, JOHN MARVEN, F. A. I. A.--An architect, died March 1, 1911, 
as the result of an automobile accident On the day of his funeral, March 
3, his body lay in state in the rotunda of the unfinished New York Public 
Library, of which he was one of the designers. He was born in Rio de 
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Janeiro, Brazil, on November 9, 1858, but both his parents were American. 
On his father's side he was descended from a French family that came 
to this country in the French Revolution and settled in Baltimore. 
He was educated in the public schools of Lausanne, Switzerland, and 
received his first art instruction in the Ecole des Beaux Arts of Paris 
from 1877 to 1882. It was there he met Thomas Hastings. Returning 
to the United States, Mr. Carrere devoted himself to the construction of 
panoramas, then he worked as a draftsman in the office of McKim, Mead 
k White. Here he found Mr. Hastings at work, and in the spring of 1885 
they set up for themselves. The first notable work of Carrere & Hastings 
were two hotels at St Augustine, Fla. — the Ponce de Leon and the 
Alcazar. In New York they erected the Mail and Express Building, and 
numerous private residences in New York and vicinity. In other cities 
the firm was responsible for the Paterson Ci^ Hall; the Jefferson Hotel, 
Richmond, Va.; the Laurel-in-the- Pines, Lakewood, N. J.; the Central 
Congregational Church, Providence, R. I., and the Rome High School, 
Rome, N. Y. They entered many competitions, and the firm's name will 
always be associated with the New York Public Library, at Fifth Avenue 
and Forty-second Street One of their most important commissions was 
the New Theatre (now Century), of New York. Other buildings the firm 
drew plans for were the House and Senate Public Office Buildings in 
Washington, the Administration Building of the Carnegie Institute, the 
City Hall of Portland, Me., fourteen Carnegie Libraries, Woolsey Hall at 
Yale, and Rockefeller and Smith Halls at Cornell. They designed city 
houses for Elihu Root and George L. Rives, and the country estates of 
R C Benedict Giraud Foster, C. H. Tenny, Ledyard Blair, E. H. Harri- 
man, Murry Guggenheim, Otto Kahn, H. M. Flagler and Col. O. H. 
Payne. They also made the plans for the McKinley Monument in Buffalo 
and the Lafayette Monument in Paris. They laid out St John Park and 
Hamilton Fish Park in New York, and are responsible for the approaches 
and architectural decorations of the Manhattan Bridge. Mr. Carrere was 
Chairman of the Board of Architects of the Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo and designed the block plan, the triumphal entrance bridge and 
all the landscape features. He was a member of the Group Plan Com- 
mission created by the State of Ohio, and remodeled and redesigned a 
part of the city of Cleveland, and was appointed to similar commissions 
for the cities of Baltimore, Md., and Grand Rapids, Mich. As consulting 
architect of the Government he designed the annex to the Capitol at 
Washington, used as the Senate Office Building. He was elected 
a Fellow of the American Institute of Architects in 1891 and 
was a member of the Board of Directors at the time of his death. 
He was elected an Academician of the National Academy of Design in 
1910, and was also a member of the Architectural League of New York, 
a Vice President of the National Sculpture Society, had been twice Presi- 
dent of both the New York Chai)ter of the American Institute of 
Architects and of the Beaux Arts Society of New York ; he was a founder 
of the Fine Arts Federation of New York City and a member of the Art 
Commission of the City of New York, a member of the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters and a Director of the Academy at Rome. He was a 
member of the Century Club and was one of the founders of both the 
Richmond County Good Government Club and the Staten Island Club. 
(See portrait) 

CHAMEBERLAIN, WILLIAM E., A. A. I. A.—An architect, died at West 
Manchester, Mass., August 6, 1911, at the age of fifty-five years. He was 
bom in Cambridge, Mass., and was graduated from the public schools of 
that city. He was a member of the second class graduated from the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. During his course in that institution he 
specialized in the study of architecture, and later became affiliated with the 
New York firm of Sturgis & Brigham, architects. For several years 
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he was employed by the New York firm of McKim, Mead & White. 
After severing his connection with them he was appointed an instructor 

• in the School of Fine Arts in Paris. He later founded the architcc- 

• tural firm of Chamberlain & Austin, with offices in Boston. He was 
the designer of the Cambridge English High School and the Cambridge 
Hospital, and assisted in designing the Harvard Trust Company build- 
ing. He was a member of the Boston Society of Architects. He retired 
from business several years ago. 

CLARK, CHARLES W., F. A. L A.— An architect, died in St. Louis, March 
12, 1911. He was born in West Virginia in 1854, was graduated from 
the University of Illinois as a civil engineer, and followed this by a 
course of architecture in 1885-6. His principal works are the Y. M. C. A. 
Building, St. Peter's Church and St. George's Church, all in St Louis. 
He was elected a Fellow of the American Institute of Architects in 1890. 

CLARKE, SIR CASPAR PURDON.— Director of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, in New York, from 1905 to 1910, died at his residence in Earl's 
Court, London, March 29, 1911. He was born in London in 1846, was 
educated in Gaultier's Collegiate School at Sydenham, and was then sent 
by his family to France and studied at Beaucourt's School in Boulogne. 
When he was sixteen years old he entered the National Art Training 
School in South Kensington. His special studies of ancient medals 
. caused the School to give him the title of medalist when he was only 
eighteen years old. When he was nineteen the South Kensington Museum 
awarded him the national medallion for a set of designs which he made 
of an old English house. Almost every year after this he received 
some new national honor for his quickly developing talent for judging 
artistic things. The Government of British India wished to send a 
commercial agent to the Paris Exposition of 1878. Sir Caspar was 
appointed Architect of the Exposition's India section. After the Expo- 
sition was over, the South Kensington Museum sent him to collect art 
objects in Germany, Italy and Spain. When he returned from this — 
in 1880, when he was thirty-six years old — the South Kensington Museum 
gave him the task of rearranging its Indian collections. He was then 
appointed special Art Commissioner to India and was made keeper of 
the Museum's art collections in 1883. The English Government then 
sent him to India to organize the Colonial and Indian Exhibition there. 
He was made keeper of all the art collections in the South Kensington 
Museum in 1892, then Assistant Director, and in 1896 Director. The 
English Government appointed him its Royal Commissioner to the Paris 
Exposition of 1900 and to the St. Louis Exposition of 1904. The follow- 
ing year the Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York 
engaged him as Director. Ill health obliged him to return to Europe in 
1910, but he was appointed special European representative of the Mu- 
.seum, a post which he occupied at the time of his death. (See portrait.) 

CLINTON, CHARLES W., F. A. I. A.— An architect, died at his home 
in New York City, December 1, 1910. He was born in that city in 
1838 and after being graduated from the public schools studied archi- 
tecture under Richard Upjohn. He early formed the partnership with 
William Hamilton Russell which continued until his death. Among the 
most prominent buildings erected by Clinton & Russell in New York 
City are: Wilkes Central Trust Company, Metropolitan Trust Company, 
the Seventh Regiment Armory and the Seventy-first Regiment Armory. 
Mr. Clinton was elected an Associate of the American Institute of 
Architects in 1858 and a Fellow in 1864. 

DE LONGPRE, PAUL.— A painter of flowers, died at his home in Los 
Angeles, Cal, June 29, 1911. He was born in Lyons, France, April 18, 
1855. At twelve years of age he was in Paris painting flowers on fans 
and at twenty-one his first oil painting was accepted at the Salon. He 
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came to the United States in 1890 and in 1896 gave his first exhibition 
in New York^ which consisted entirely of floral subjects. In 1699 de 
Longpre went to California, where the acres of flowers about his home 
made it one of the conspicuous places near Los Angeles. 

DICE, DAVID A, — A portrait painter, died at his home at York. Pa., Jan- 
uary 25, 1911, at the age of fifty-five. 

FENN, HARRY. — A painter, illustrator, etcher and engraver, died at his 
home in Montclair, N. J., April 21, 1911. He was born at Richmond, 
Surrey, England, September 14, 1845. His first work was as a wood 
engraver, but he soon abandoned that for the pencil, and at the age of 
nineteen he came to America, ostensibly to see Niagara Falls. He re- 
mained in this country for six years and then went to Italy to study. 
Shortly after his return from Italy he illustrated his first book, Whit- 
tier's "Snow Bound," which was soon followed by the "Ballads of New 
England." These were the first illustrated gift books produced in this 
country, and marked an era in the history of book making. In 1870 
he made an extended tour of the United States to gather material for 
"Picturesque America." He went to Europe in 1873 to make sketches 
for "Picturesque Europe" and subsequently spent two winters in the 
.Orient for the last of the trio, "Picturesque Palestine, Sinai and Egypt." 
The publication of these books won for him much fame. Mr. Fenn re- 
turned to America in 1881, and spent his energies in water color painting 
and illustrating. In 1893 he received a medal at the World's Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago. He was one of the founders of the American 
Water Color Society and a member of the New York Water Color Club, 
• the Society of Illustrators and the Salmagundi Club. 

FERGUSON, HENRY A.— A painter, died at his home in New York, March 
22, 1911. He was born at Glens Falls, N. Y., about sixty years ago and 
was self taught He traveled extensively in Mexico, Italy and Egypt 
and his pictures showed the architecture and landscape of these coun- 
tries. He was a frequent exhibitor at the National Academy of Design 
and in January, 1911, held an exhibition of his American landscapes 
at the Century Association, of which he was a member. 

FOWLER, HALSTEAD PARKER.— An architect, died at his home in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., March 11, 1911, in his fifty-second year. He was 
born in Brooklyn. He designed the Twenty-third Regiment Armory, 
the Throop Avenue Presbyterian Church, the Cumberland Street Hos- 
pital and a number of churches. 

FULLER, SPENCER. — A landscape painter, died at his home at Deerfield, 
Mass., May 9, 1911. He was the eldest son of the well known painter 
George Fuller, and was born in Deerfield, February 25, 1863, and the 
greater part of his life was spent on the farm there. He was chiefly 
self taught. The only exhibition of his works in New York was held 
at the Macbeth Galleries early in 1011. The number of his paintings is 
small because of his high ideals; many are of winter scenes. (See 
portrait.) 

GALLISON, HENRY HAMMOND.— A landscape painter, died at his home 
in Boston, October 12, 1910. He was born in that city, May 20, 1850, and 
began his studies in Boston and then went to Paris and studied with 
. Bonne foy. He received a special mention at the Turin Exposition of 
1^7; honorable mention Pans Exposition, 1900; bronze medal St. Louis 
Exposition, 1904. He was a member of the Copley Society and of the 
Boston Art Club. 

GILBERT, BRADFORD LEE.— An architect, died at his home in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., September 1, 1911. He designed the Tower Building in New York, 
whose fifteen stories made it the highest in the city at the time of its 
erection. 
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GREENE, JOSEPH T., A. A. I. A.— An architect, died February 18. 1911, 
at his home, Lower Mills, Mass. He was born in East Boston, July 22, 
1862, but went to the Lower Mills with his parents when only a few 
years of a^e and attended the Stoughton School He designed among 
other buildinjfs, the Bispham Building at the Lower Mills, the Lithgrow 
Building at Codman Square, many residences in Milton, Mass., and else- 
where. Mr. Greene was elected an Associate of the American Institute 
of Architects in 1901, and was a member of the Boston Society of 
Architects. 

GUY, SEYMOUR J., N. A.— A genre painter, died at his home in New York, 
December 10, 1910. He was born at Greenwich, England^^ January 16, 1824 ; 
studied with Buttersworth and Ambrosino Jerome in England, and came 
to this country when thirty years of a^e. He was elected an Associate 
of the National Academy of Design m 1862, and an Academician in 
1865. He received a bronze medal at the Pan-American Exposition, 
Buffalo, 1901 ; a gold medal at the St. Louis Exposition, 1904. He was 
a member of the Artists' Fund Society and the Century Association. 

HANNAFORD, SAMUEL, F. A. I. A.— An architect, died at his home in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, January 7, 1911. He was bom in Devonshire, England, 
April 7, 1835, and ten years later his father came to the United States 
and settled on a farm near Cincinnati. He attended public school, was 
graduated from Farmer's College, Cincinnati, studied architecture in the 
office of John R. Hamilton, and in 1857 opened an office for himself. 
At one time the firm was Anderson & Hannaford, later Hannaford & 
Proctor, and in 1887 the firm of Samuel Hannaford & Sons was fornfied. 
He erected many buildings in Cincinnati and throughout the Middle 
West, among the most important being: The Music Hall, the City Hall, 
the Grand and Palace Hotels, St. Paul Office Building, Odd Fellows' 
Temple, all at Cincinnati; the annex to the State Capitol at Columbus, 
Ohio; the Court Houses of Green, Monroe and Washington Counties, 
Ohio, and the one at Terre Haute, Ind. Many of Cincinnati's finest resi- 
dences were designed by him. He was a charter member of the Cin- 
cinnati Chapter of the A. L A., to which he was later elected honorary 
life member; he was elected a Fellow of the American Institute of 
Architects in 1870. He was an ardent advocate of manual training and 
technical education and took an active interest in the Ohio Mechanics' 
Institute, of which he was Director at the time of his death. At one 
time he edited the Western Architect and Builder. 

HARRINGTON, GEORGE.— A landscape painter, died July 11, 1911, at 
Springfield, Mass., at the age of seventy-eight. In his youth he gave up 
a profitable business to study art, and his paintings have been exhibited 
at the National Academy of Design as well as in the Pennsylvania 
Academy and the Boston Art Club. 

HARPER, WILLIAM ST. JOHN, A. N. A.— A painter and etcher, died in 
New York, November 2, 1910. He was bom at Rhinebeck, N. Y., September 
8^,1851. He began his art education when in his teens at the National 
Academy of Design in New York, and later studied under Bonnat and 
Munkacsy in Paris. On his return to this country he engaged in the 
jewelry business in Brooklyn, but in 1878 left that to become art director 
of the New York Daily Graphic, then the only illustrated daily paper 
in the country. It was after this that he became head of the Art 
Students' League and after filling that position for three years took up 
work as an instructor in several schools, among them being the League, 
the National Academy of Design, Cooper Union Art School, School of 
Art-Crafts and the Emma Willard Art School of Troy, and the Summer 
School of Painting at Northport, L. I., with which he was associated 
at the time of his death. His painting "Autumn" received the Clarke 
prize at the National Academy of Design in 1892, and he was awarded 
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an honorable mention at the Pan-American Exposition at Buflfalo, 1901, 
for "Winter's Veil" He was elected an Associate of the National 
Academy of Design in 1892 and was a member of the New York Etching 
Cub. 

HEER, FRIDOLIN J., SR.. F. A. I. A.— An architect, died at his home in 
Dubuque, la., September 19, 1910. He was bom July 30. 1834, in 
Wallenstadt, Canton St Gallen, Switzerland, and obtained his training 
in Switzerland. He began practice at Chur, and became the architect 
for tile Swiss philanthropist. Pater Theodosius, for whom he built the 
Gothic fountain at Chur. Having met with adversity he came to the 
United States, going first to Belleville, IlL, then to Chicago, and finally 
settled in Dubuque in 1869. There he erected a number of churches, 
institutions and private residences. He was the architect of the Dubuque 
County Court House, the Franklin, Fulton and Irving Public Schools. 
His last works were the large addition to St Mary's Academy at Prairie 
du Chien, Wis., the Marquette Monument and the Grotto of Lourdes 
on St Mary's Academy ground. He joined the Western Association 
of Architects in 1886, becoming a Fellow of the American Institute of 
Architects at the consolidation; he was a charter member of the Iowa 
Chapter, founded in 1903. 

HOLBROOK, W. A., F. A. I. A.— An architect, died March 26, 1911. He 
was bom in Sacketts Harbor. N. Y., January 12, 1849. He received his 

* early education at a boy's school in Watertown, N. Y.. and then set- 
tled in Oshkosh, Wis., where he entered the office of Mr. Bell, an 
architect there. About forty years ago he went to Milwaukee, where he 
entered the office of £. T. Mix, a few years later being taken into partner- 
ship, which continued until Mr. Mix died. While in partnership with Mr. 
Mix he designed the following buildings: Chamber of Commerce, 
Mitchell Building, Union Depot, Immanuel Church, St. Paul's Episcopal 
Church, and Sentinel Building. Milwaukee. Mr. Holbrook was elected 
a member of the Westem Association of Architects in 1887 and in 
1889, by the act of consolidation, became a Fellow of the American 
Institute of Architects. 

HORGAN, ARTHUR J.— An architect, died at Purling, N. Y., September 
20, 1911, aged forty-three years. When nineteen years of age he dis- 
tinguished himself by his work in church designing, and at the age of 
twenty began a partnership with Vincent J. Slattery. The firm was the 
official firm of architects for the New York Fire Department, and 
built besides many fire houses, the Harlem Hospital, the Hall of Records 
and the Sanitarium of Sailors' Snug Harbor in Staten Island. 

IVES, HALSEY COOLEY.— Director of the St Louis Museum of Art, 
and a painter and art educator of note, died on the night of May 5-6. 
1911, in London. He was born at Montour Falls. N. Y., October 27, 1847, 
and educated at the Union Academy there. In 1864 he entered the 
Government service as a draughtsman and was assigned to Nashville. 
In 1869 he began a study of decorative art; three years later visited 
Mexico, and upon his return entered the Polytechnic School of St. 
Louis as an instructor. In 1875 he became an instructor in Washing- 
ton University, St Louis, and through his efforts the St. Louis School 
of Fine Arts was established. In 1881. at the establishment of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, he became its director. He was in charge of 
the Department of Fine Arts at the World's Fair in Chicago in 1893, and 
held the same position at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. 
Louis in 1904. He was decorated by King Oscar of Sweden with the 
Order of the Vasa and by King Christian of Denmark with the Dane- 
brog Cross. He received a silver medal for his landscape "Waste Lands" 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and decorations and medals for 
art services in this country, France, Austria, Japan, China, Portugal, 
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Belgium, Bulgaria, Sweden and Denmark. He represented the United 
States as a commissioner abroad several times. He was a member of the 
National Sculpture Society, the National Arts Club, the Academy of 
Science and other organizations. (See portrait.) 

KAHLMEYER, JOHN.— An architect, died at his home in Boston, Mareh 
24, 1911. He was a native of Cambridge, Mass., and in the early years 
of his business life entered the office of William Gibbons Preston, one 
of Boston's best known architects, with whom he was associated for 
about twenty-seven years, and after Mr. Preston's death, a year ago, con- 
tinued the business with an office in the Beacon Building. He was a 
member of the Boston Society of Architects. 

KEITH, WILLIAM.— The most prominent landscape painter of the Pacific 
Coast, died at his home in Berkeley, Cal., April 13, 1911. He was born 
in Aberdeenshire, Scotland, in 1839. Coming to New York in 1850, he 
learned the art of wood engraving and practiced it in the service of 
Harper Brothers until 1861, when he went to California, For some 
years he continued to engrave, painting only in his leisure hours. His 
longest absence from California was for two years, spent chiefly in 
Munich. He is represented in the Corcoran Gallery of Art, Washing- 
ton, D. C, Art Institute of Chicago, San Francisco Institute of Art 
any many private galleries. (See portrait.) 

KELLOGG, ALICE MAUD. — A writer on interior decoration, died .June 
13, 1911, at New Rochelle, N. Y. She was the author of "House Fur- 
nishing, Practical and Artistic," and was a contributor on this subject 
to various magazines. 

KOLLOCK, MARY. — A landscape painter, died in New York, January 12, 
1911. She was born at Norfolk, Va., in 1840, and was a descendant 
of the Pilgrim, John Alden. She studied at the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts under Robert Wylie, and in New York under A. H. 
Wyant. She exhibited regularly at the National Academy of Design 
in the seventies and eighties, many of her landscapes being scenes about 
Lake George and the Adirondacks. 

LA FARGE, JOHN, N. A. — The noted painter and worker in stained glass, 
died in the Butler Hospital, at Providence, R. I., November 14, 1910. He 
was born in New York City, March 31, 1835. His father, Jean Frederic de 
la Farge, a Frenchman who took part in General Leclerc's expedition 
to Santo Domingo, established himself in the United States m 1806. 
His maternal grandfather was a miniaturist of some skill and his first 
teacher. After a classical and legal education in this country, he went 
to Europe in 1856 and studied art, chiefly as an accomplishment He 
received a few criticisms in Couture's studio, but spent most of his time 
studying the drawings by old masters in the Louvre and in the gal- 
leries in Holland, Belgium and England. After his return to America 
he entered a lawyer's office, but soon gave it up, and in 1859 began to 
study the technique of painting under W. M. Hunt, at Newport. At 
first he painted chiefly landscapes, then figures and still life, and in 
1866, when recovering from a severe illness, made some imaginative 
drawings for the Riverside Magazine. His first opportunity to do im- 
portant decorative work came in 1876, when H. H. Richardson, the 
architect of Trinity Church, Boston, asked him to take entire charge 
of the interior of that church. This was the first real mural painting 
in America and marks an epoch in art. Other works of this type in- 
clude his decorations of St. Thomas' Church, New York, begun in 
1877, and which were destroyed by fire in 1905; the panels in the diancel 
of the Church of the Incarnation were painted in 1885; and also in 1885 
he painted the end wall above the altar in the Church of the Ascension, 
New York, his masterpiece. Other mural decorations by him are in 
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the Church of the Paulist Fathers, New York ; the Court House, Balti- 
more, and the Minnesota Capitol at St. Paul. 

In the early seventies he became interested in the practical problems ot 
glass making and gradually evolved the method of glass overlays (plat- 
ing) and the use of opalescent glass, now generally known as American 
stained glass. He had designed the windows for Trinity Church, Bos- 
ton, but that was before his experiments with the new method, which 
he used first in orders for private houses. One of his most important 
windows, undertaken in 1878, is the so-called Battle Window in Memo- 
rial Hall at Harvard University; others are the Watson Memorial in 
Trinity Church, Buffalo, and the Church of the Ascension, New York. 
Later came a series of jewel-like flower panels for private houses such 
as those for Cornelius Vanderbilt, Henry Marquand and William C. 
Whitney. His last work of this type, "The Peacock," was purchased 
by the Worcester Art Museum. In all he made several thousand win- 
dows, some monumental and others only small notes in the decorative 
scheme. 

He traveled extensively in Europe, Japan and the South Sea Islands, and 
his letters and journals have been published from time to time in the 
magazines. In 1892 he gave a course of lectures at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York, which were later published under the 
title of "Considerations on Painting." The Scammon lectures on the 
Barbizon School, delivered by him at the Art Institute of Chicago, in 
1903. were published under the title of "The Higher Life in Art." At 
the time of his death he was engaged on an autobiography. One of 
his earliest honors was the award of the Legion of Honor in 1889, which 
was given him for the window exhibited at the French Exposition of 
that year; in 1901 he was awarded a gold medal at the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo, at St. Louis in 1904 he was awarded a diploma 
and medal of honor for distinguished service in art, and in 1909 he was 
the recipient of the first award of the Architectural League of New 
York's medal of honor. He was elected an Associate of the National 
Academy of Design in 1863, and a full Academician in 1869; he was 
for many years president of the Society of American Artists, was 
honorary president of the National Society of Mural Painters, an hon- 
orary member of the American Institute of Architects and a member 
of the National Institute of Arts and Letters and of the American 
Academy of Arts and of the Century Association. (See portrait.) 

LARNED, CHARLES WILLIAM.— Colonel in the United States Army 
and Dean of the United States Military Academy at West Point, where 
he was professor of drawing, died at Dansville, N. Y., June 18, 1911. 
He was born in New York City, March 9, 1850. He was graduated from 
West Point in 1870, and in July of the following year was appointed 
a professor at the Military Academy. He studied art with Robert Weir; 
in 1892 he was elected a member of the Architectural League of New 
York. He was a frequent contributor to magazines on educational sub- 
jects, particularly those dealing with drawing and design, and it was as an 
educator that Yale desired to honor him by the degree of Doctor of Laws 
at the 1911 Commencement, an honor that he did not live to see. He did 
more than any other man for the refinement of the students and for the 
beautification of the buildings at West Point, his particular pride being 
the Military Chapel and its stainfed glass window. (See illustration.) 

LEO, RICHARD LEOPOLD.— An architect, died at Belle Harbor, L. I., 
N. Y., September 26, 1911, at the age of thirty-nine. He was a graduate 
of the School of Architecture, Columbia University, 1895, and had prac- 
ticed his profession since 1898, under the firm name of Janes & Leo. 
He was a member of the Architectural League of New York. 
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UTTELL. WILLIAM DOUGHTY.— A wood engraver, died at his home 
in the Borouffh of Brooklyn, New York, September 5, 1911, aged sixty- 
two years. He was bom m New York City. 

UZIUS, JAMES B., F. A. I. A.— An architect, died April 23. 191L He 
was bom in Frank f or t-on-the- Main, Germany, in 1851. After receiving 
his education in Germany he came to this country, and in 1875 opened 
an office in Indianapolis, where he practiced until his death. He de- 
signed many of the best public and private buildings in Indianapolis. 
Mr. Lizius was elected an Associate of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects in 1887 and was made a Fellow in 18^. 

MATTHEWS. MRS. ELIZABETH ST. JOHN.— A sculptor, died in 
New York, April 27, 1911. She was bom in Philadelphia, January 25, 
1876. She studied with J. Liberty Tadd in Philadelphia, with Leon 
Girardet in Paris and with Olin L Warner in New York. She had 
lately completed a bust of President Taft 

MAYER, CONSTANT, A. N. A.— A painter, died at Paris in the spring of 
1911. He was born in France in 1831, and was graduated from the Ecole 
des Beaux Arts in Paris. He came to New York in 1857, and became an 
American citizen, but returned to Paris to live some years aga He 
was made an Associate of the National Academy of Design in 1866. 

MEAD, LARKIN GOLDSMITH.— A sculptor, died at Florence, lUly, Oc- 
tober 15. 1910. He was bom at Chesterfield, N. H.. January 3, 1835. 
His boyhood was spent in Brattleboro, where he modeled in snow one 
winter the colossal figure of an angel, and this feat, which the news- 
papers made much of. started him on his artistic career. For the two 
years beginning in 1853 he worked in the studio of Henry Kirke Brown 
in Brooklyn, and then he started out for himself. In 1857 he finished 
the large statue Vermont on the dome of the State House at Mont- 
pelier, and in 1861 the statue of Ethan Allen for the portico of the 
same building. In the Civil War he spent six weeks in camp as an artist 
for Harper's Weekly, and his sketches attracted considerable attention. 
Mr. Mead had been a resident of Florence since 18^. For a time he 
was attached to the United States Consulate of Venice, where his 
brother-in-law, William Dean Howells, the novelist, was Consul. Among 
his works are the National Lincoln Monument at Springfield, 111.; the 
Soldiers' Monument at St Johnsbury, Vt. ; a colossal statue of the 
Mississippi River, at Minneapolis Court House; a large group represent- 
ing Columbus appealing to Isabella, at Sacramento, Cal.. and the ideal 
works "The Returned Soldier," "Echo." "La Contadinella," "Sappho** 
and "The Recording Angel." 

O'ROURKE, BERNARD.— An architect, died at his home in the Borough 
of Brooklyn, New York, November 3, 1910. He was bom in Dublin in 
1837. He drew the plans for the Roman Catholic churches of Our Lady 
of Good Counsel and St. Stanislaus in Brooklyn. 

OSGOOD, ADELAIDE HARRIETT.— A china painter, died at her studio 
in New York, November 26, 1910. She was bom in Columbus. Ohio, in 
1842. In 1878 she founded in New York the Osgood Art School, the first 
school, outside of a factory, in which decorative china painting was 
taught. 

PAPE, ALICE MONROE.— A painter, died at her home. The Plains, Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, Mass., on May 17. 1911. She was born in Boston 
and studied art in that city under Dennis Bunker and George H. Clements, 
and in Paris under Bouguereau. Robert-Fleury and Lazare. She passed 
seven years in Europe, mostly in Paris and Switzerland. She married 
Eric Pape, the painter, and her sister is the wife of the sculptor, George 
Grey Barnard. She was a pianist and double bass viol-player.

POMEROY, MRS. LAURA SKEEL.— A sculptor, died at her home in the 
Bronx, New York City, August 23, 1911, aged seventy-eight years. She 
was born in New York, but spent her early days in Poughkeepsie, where, 
when a young woman, she executed a bust of Matthew Vassar, which 
still stands in Vassar G>llege. 

PURSELL, ISAAC, A. A. I. A.— An architect, died August 19, 1910, at his 
home in Wenonah, N. J. He was bom at Trenton, N. J., in June^ 1853, 
and received his professional training in the office of Samuel Sloane, 
of Philadelphia. For over thirty years he was established in Philadel- 
phia, his principal work being the designing and construction of 
churches. Among the most important are: Christ's Memorial Re- 
formed Episcopal, St. Paul's Presbyterian, Heidelberg Reformed, Spring 
Garden Unitanan, the First Presb3fterian at Haddonheld, N. J., and the 
Cumberland and Camden Asylums for the Insane, were also his work. 
He was elected an Associate of the American Institute of Architects 
in 1901. 

RODMAN, CARY SELDEN.— An architect, died at Newbur^h, N. Y., June 
12, 1911, in the forty-third year of his age. After studymg three years 
in the Architectural Department of Columbia University, he became a 
pupil at the Paris Ecole des Beaux Arts, where he received the Gov- 
ernment Diploma. On his return to New York he entered the office of 
Carrere & Hastings, and after a year he became a member of the firm of 
Morris, Butler & Rodman, which was later changed to Butler & Rodman. 
Besides his work as an architect he achieved success with water color 
and pastel. 

RUTAN, FRANK ELMER. A. A. I. A.— An architect, died February 25, 
1911, at Atlantic City, N. J. He was born at Newark, N. J., February 
17. 1863, and educated at the public schools. In 1881 he entered the 
office of H. H. Richardson in Boston. After Mr. Richardson's death he 
became associated with Shepley, Rutan (his brother) & Coolidf^e, of 
Boston, and was sent by them to Pittsburgh in 1886 to assist m the 
completion of the Allej^heny County Court House. He thereafter set- 
tled in Pittsburg, and m 1896 formed a partnership with Frederick A. 
Russell, under the name of Rutan & Russell. He was supervising archi- 
tect of the Allegheny Post Office, built the Lincoln Hotel, Hotel ^henley 
and many homes and office buildings in Pittsburgh. He was elected 
an Associate of the American Institute of Architects in 1901. 

SAWTELLE, FRANKUN J., F. A. I. A.— An architect, died March 9, 1911, 
at Providence, R. I. He was bom at Norridgewock, Me., October 9, 1846, 
was educated at the public schools, and while still in his teens entered 
the office of J. S. Fassett, an architect of Portland, Me. In 1873 he 
entered the office of Stone & Carpenter in Providence, and in 1880 opened 
an office of his own in that city. Among his works were the Bates 
Opera House and numerous residences in Providence and neighboring 
towns. He became a member of the Rhode Island Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects in 1885, an Associate of the Institute the 
same year and a Fellow in 1889. He was President of the Rhode Island 
Chapter from 1908 to 1910. 

SCHAUS, HERMANN.— An art dealer, died at his home in New York, 
February 9, 1911. He had succeeded to the business established by his 
uncle, the late William Schaus, and many important paintings were 
handled by the firm. 

SELLSTEDT, LARS GUSTAF, N. A.— A painter, who was the oldest 
living member of the National Academy of Design, died at his home in 
Buffalo, N. Y., June 4, 1911, in his ninety-third year. He was bom 
at Sundsvall, Gronborg, Sweden, April 30, 1819. He left Stockholm in 
1834 as a sailor, and in 1842 made his headquarters at Buf- 
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falo, where he divided his time between painting and sailing on -the 
Great Lakes until 1850, after which he gave up his roving life. He was 
chiefly self-taught and painted landscapes, marines and portraits. Among 
his best known works are portraits of Presidents Millard Fillmore and 
Grover Qeveland, and several mayors of Buffalo. In 1875 he went to 
Europe to study the old masters. He was elected an Associate of the 
National Academy of Design in 1871 and a full Academician in 1874. He 
was one of the founders of the Buffalo Fine Arts Academy, and several 
of his works, including a portrait of himself, are in the Albright Art Gal- 
lery at Buffalo. He wrote his autobiography, which was published in 
1908 under the title "From Forecastle to Academy." (See portrait.) 

SHEETS, GEORGE T.— An architect, died in New York on May 2, 1911, at 
the age of eighty-one. He was born at Emmitsburg, Md., and spent most 
of his life as an architect in Baltimore. 

SNYDER, WILLIAM HENRY.— A landscape painter, died at his home in 
Brooklyn, New York, October 4, 1910. He was born in Brooklyn eighty- 
one years ago, and studied art in New York and Paris. He was for- 
merly the manager of the Brooklyn Art School, and was a member of 
the Brooklyn Art Club. 

STETSON, CHARLES WALTER.— A painter, died at Rome, Italy. July 21, 
1911. He was born at Tiverton Four Corners, R. I., March 26, 1858. 
His work had been seen at the exhibition of the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts, the art museums of Boston, Cincinnati, St Louis and 
elsewhere. 

STURGIS, DANFORTH NATHANIEL BARNEY.— An architect, died Au- . 
gust 19, 1911. He was a son of Russell Sturgis, the architect and writer 
on art. He was graduated from Yale in 1889, and at the time of his 
death was a member of the firm of Sturgis & Faxon, of New York. 

STYLES, SILAS M.— An architect, died at the New Rochelle (N. Y.) Hos- 
pital on September 30, 1911. He was in his ninetieth year. 

THOMSON, ANDREW GRIERSON, F. A. I. A.— An architect, died at his 
home in Brooklyn, New York, April 2, 1911. He was born at Dumfries, 
Scotland, in 1838, and received his early architectural training in Eng- 
land. Coming to this country as a young man he served in the supervis- 
ing architect's office of the United States Treasury, and later had charge 
of the construction of the Post Office in New York City. For the past 
twenty-five years he was consulting architect to the J. L. Mott Iron 
Works. He was one of the founders of the Brooklyn Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, and for a number of years its Secre- 
tary. He was elected a Fellow of the American Institute of Architects 
in 1896. 

VANDERPOEL, JOHN H.— A painter died in St. Louis, May 2, 1911. He 
was born at Haarlemmer-Meer, Holland, November 15, 1857. When 
eleven years old his father settled in Chicago, and he received his public 
school education in that city. At the age of fourteen he suffered a fall 
in a gymnasium which made him a cripple for life, and when he was 
about thirty-five he lost the sight of one ol his eyes. His inclination 
for drawing led him to enter the classes at the Turner Hall, then those 
of the Academy of Design, which was later merged into the school of 
the Art Institute, where he studied under J. F. Gookins, Laurence Earle 
and Henry F. Spread. He became instructor at the Art Institute, where 
he taught for more than thirty years. At the time of his death he was 
teaching at the People's Institute of St, Louis during a year's leave of 
absence from Chicago, where, however, he continued to lecture. ^ >Vhile 
he painted numerous easel pictures and executed some mural paintings, 
his reputation rests chiefly upon his success as a teacher. In 1886 he 
was sent abroad by the school and spent two years in Paris studying 
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under Boulanger and Lefebvre. He was a member of the Society of 
Western Artists, a member of the New York Water Color Club and 
President of the Chicago Society of Artists. He was awarded a bronze 
medal at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition in St. Louis, 1904. His book, 
"The Human Figure," is a standard work in art instruction. (See por- 
trait) 

VINTON, FREDERIC PORTER, N. A.— A portrait painter, died at his home 
in Boston, Mass., May 19, 1911. He was born in Bangor, Me., January 29, 
1846. He began his art studies in Boston under William Hunt and Dr. 
Rimmer; in 1874 he went to Paris and studied with Bonnat, afterward 
visiting Munich, where he studied in the Academy under Mauger and 
Dietz. Returning to Paris he entered the Atelier of Jean Paul Laurens. 
In 1879 he returned to Boston and devoted his time to portrait painting. 
Among his distinguished subjects were Wendell Phillips, Charles Francis 
Adams, Lord Playfair, Senator George F. Hoar, Judge Choate and 
Bishop Lawrence. He became a member of the Society of American 
Artists in 1880; in 1882 he was elected an Associate of the National 
Academy of Design and a full Academician in 1891. He received an 
honorable mention at the Paris Salon, 1890; a gold medal at the Colum- 
bian Exposition, Chicago, 1893, and at the Atlanta Exposition in 1895; a 
silver medal at the Paris Exposition of 1900; a gold medal at the Pan- 
American Exposition, Buffalo, in 1901, and a gold medal at the St. Louis 
Exposition in 1904. (See portrait.) 

WOLFF, SOLOMON. — For many years Professor of Art at the College of 
the City of New York, died May 27, 1911, at his home in that city. He 
was born at Mobile, Ala., in 1841, and his father settled in New York a 
few years later. He was graduated from the City College, then the Free 
Academy, in 1859, and he taught in his Alma Mater continuously there- 
after until 1903, when he was made Professor Emeritus. He was suc- 
ceeded in the faculty chair by Frederick Dielman. (See portrait.) 

WOODWELL, JAMES R. — An art connoisseur, painter and successful busi- 
ness man, died May 30, 1911, at the Woodwell estate on Penn avenue, 
Homewood, Pittsburgh, Pa., where he was born sixty-eight years ago. 
He spent five years studying art in Paris and Munich, and on his return 
in 1866 continued to paint even after he entered the hardware business 
established by his father. He exhibited not only in Pittsburgh but also 
in Washington, New York and Paris. He received a bronze medal at 
the St. Louis World's Fair in 1904. At the time of his death he was 
Chairman of the Committee of Fine Arts of the Carnegie Institute.
